The Mobbing of the Colored Cadet 
W hittaker, at Went Point. 
PouunKEBPeiE, April 6—At 6 o’clock 
this morniog, Johnson C. Whittaker, the 
colored cadet ot the class of 1876, was 
found bound hand and foot in his room at 
the 
barracks 
with 
part 
oi 
his 
ear cut off. The other ear was slit and his 
head was braised. He stated three masked 
men attacked bim while he was in bed, 
some time after midnight, and committed 
the outrage. General Schofield and Com­ 
mander Luzelle 
are 
investigating the 
affair. It is believed the outrage was com­ 
mitted by cadets. 
Cadet Whittaker made a statement to a 
reporter, id which he said three masked 
men entered his room sometime after 
midnight and jumped on him as he lay in 
bed. He struggled,, but was choked and 
pounded and told if he made any noise he 
would be a dead man. They tied his hands 
and feet, placed him on the floor, and tied 
bis feet to the bedstead. 
One said: “Let’s 
mark him lute they do hogs down South ” 
They then cut the lower part ot his left 
ear off and slit the lobe of the other 
ear two or three times, and again caution­ 
ing him not to holler, left the room. An 
Indian dab was found near him smeared 
with blc ;d. Two uf the men wore dark 
clothes and the third light grey, and all 
wore black masks, Whittaker had receiv­ 
ed warning on Suoday to keep awake. 
There is as yet no clue to the perpetrators, 
though the commandant has beea investi­ 
gating all day. 
Whittaker was found in a 
nail unconscious condition, but be is able 
to-night to walk arouud. Each member 
of the cadet corps has been questioned 
about the occurrence 


The women oi Kcitnaourg, illinois, have 
gained a victory, and carried the day in 
electing village trustees of their own choice.

N e w Y o r k , April 0—The story tele­ 
graphed from Washington that, after a 
conference with frieuds and promlneut 
physicians, Tilden had formally withdrawn 
as a candidate for the Presidency, aud 
named ss his ex-Judge Payne, of Ohio, 
was the subject of general comment among 
politicians to-day.

dined to think there is something in it, 
and Tammany was unusually exultant. 
Tilden sent out word to the interviewers 
that he was too busy to be seen. Capi. 
Kynders, the veteran politician, saw Til­ 
den, aud subsequently said: “I know all 
about the story, and talked with Mr. Til 
den about it an hour ago. There isn’t a 
bit of truth in it, lrom beginning to end. 
Mr. Tilden is in better health now than for 
year*. He has not been examined by 
any 
doctor, and 
there 
has 
not 
been any 
conference 
between 
him 
and his political friends about his with­ 
drawal, aud be hasn’t said to any one he is 
not a candidate. I know whereof I speak, 
•inca my information comes direct from 
Mr Tilden.” 
Mayor Cooper smiled when his opinion 
was asked. “ We all know how such stor­ 
ies find publicity, and by whom they are 
originated. 
While I cannot say from per- 
t onal knowledge that Mr Tilden has not 
decided to retire from the canvass, I think 
it highly probable he ha9 not.” The old 
man is not to be forced out by any such 
Tammany dodge as a bogus Washington 
special.

Wade one day replied to Toombs, and to 
all appearance used language which would 
compd Toombs to challange him. Sev­ 
eral friends went to Wade and begged 
him to desist; but the old man grew more 
and more violent, uotii Toombs indicated 
his intention of calling Wade to account 
for the language he was using, when Wade 
quietly sat down, seemingly having ac­ 
complished his object: The 
Southern 
men looked at each other in surprise, 
and it was manifest to all that Wade had 
deliberately 
sought 
a 
quarrel 
with 
Toombs. 
That night a friend of the Southern 
Senator called on Mr. Wade to know if ho 
would retract the offensive words he had 
used. “No, I won’t take back a d—d 
wotjj,” 
was 
Wade’s emphatic reply. 
“ Then,” said the friend of Mr. Toombs “ it 
wiii be necessary for Mr. Toombs to chal­ 
lenge you to mortal combat.” “That is 
just what I want, and we might have got 
to the point without all this palaver,” said 
Wade. “You surely cannot be in earnest, 
Mr. Wade?” said the Southerner. 
“ Why, of course I am. You see, sir, we 
Northern men don’t like to fight. Now, I 
am opposed to the code and so are my 
coostitueuts, but you fellows have broke 
Sumner’s head, and we must spunk up a 
little or you will break all oar heads. Tne 
shortest way to end the matter is to kill off' 
a few of you and I have picked on old 
Toombs as my man. 
He will have to 
challenge me; then, of course, I will have 
the choice of weapons, and I’ll take my 
old nile, and d—n me if I don't bring h im 
down at the fir&t crack.” 
When Touoibs heard a hat Wade said he 
replied: “I cau’t challenge nim; ii I do 
the old brute will likely kill me.”

He is a strong and clear talker, and has 
decided ideas on all questions, which he 
expresses with force to those with whom 
he feels iree to talk. He frequently walks 
iu the morning and rides tor a time bitore 
dinner, and thus by much exercise in the 
open air, be maintains his strength tor

listening to 
the countless applicants who pass in and 
out of his room In ceatel .ss procession for 
six days In a week. 
He carries on a large private correspon­ 
dence, and writes his own important mes­ 
sages and State papers.

The Wealth of Queen Victoria and Her 
Son. 
From the Echo. 
OI the two Royal Duchies, belonging to 
mother and son, the Prince’s is the more 
valuable. la the first year of the present 
reign Parliament adjusted the property 
and income of the Crown; and, while the 
greaur portion of the aCrown i lands was 
was given up in consideration of an annual 
stipend, the Duchy of Lancaster was re­ 
served, to furnish a sort of pin money for 
the Queens private purse. 
The act in 
question provided that an account should 
be annually presented to Parliament of the 
i jcome and expenditure of the Duchies of 
Lancaster and Cornwall, and the profits of 
the estate were accruing In the interest of 
a young gentleman hoped for. A short 
tune since we alluded to some points in 
the Lance ster balance sheet which showed 
a payment of $205,000 to Der Majesty *fl 
privy's purse lest year, out of a gross in* 
come ol $380,1 JO. The Prince of Wales 
received for the same period $326,290 out 
of a total of $4S3,905. 
The principal item among the receipts 
is $319,485 from the rents and profits of 
the S’annaries Courts. The next Item in 
importance arises from a similar source to 
the Royal right ol taking wine from every 
wine laden ship that put into a Lancashire 
port; that was commuted for an ^annual 
payment from 
the Consolidated Fund. 
I'tie Prince, as Duke of Cornwall, had th® 
to ccrtaiu duties on the stamping cr coin* 
age ut tin, on 
“post groats and white 
rents"; these were commuted by the act 
already quoted for an annual payment 
from the Consolidated Fund of $81,080. 
The capital account shows investments in 
government stock amounting to $890,000, 
the result of the Prince 
Consort's care 
during his son's minority, besides about 
$150,(JO cash in hand od December 3Jf 
1878. The Prince spends about $5,OC0 a 
year upon the entertainment of the Duchy 
tenants on the rent days and the payment 
of their traveling expenses.

A T im ely R em iniscence of th e Bloody 
B ay s of 136. 


Fiom the New Fork Herald. 
The famous episode la the early history 
of California which excited toe attention 
of the civilized world in 1856 has become 
dimmed in general rccolPction by stupen­ 
dous Intervening events,although perfectly 
well remembered in California itself, 'the 
only precise koowltdge of it possessed by 
the new generation is derived from Gener­ 
al Sherman, who in hts ‘‘Memoirs,” gives 
a lively, bat one sided and hostile sketch 
of its history. 
General Saerman was at that time a 
banker in San Francisco.
